Important Notice To Taxpayers 


All Taxpayers should read the following and comply 
with it. Section 36, Chapter 92, Revised Statutes of Maine 
1954. 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by 
posting notification in writing in some public place in 
town, or shall notify them, in such other ways as the town 
at its annual meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and prefect lists of their polls and all their 
estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from taxa- 
tion, of which they were possessed on the first day of 
April of the same year. If any resident owner after being 
reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, does not 
bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his right to make 
application to the assessors or the county commissioners 
for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list 
with his application and satisfies them that he was unable 
to offer it at the time appointed. The request upon non- 
resident owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail 
directed to the last known address of the Taxpayer or given 
by any other method that brings notice home to the 
Taxpayer.

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Report of Town Manager 


I herewith submit my report as town manager and 
collector of taxes for the fiscal year 1957-1958. 


TAXATION 
The total collections of taxes and tax liens were in 
excess of the collections for the preceding year. Nearly 
all of the old taxes were paid. However, there seems no 
good reason for some of the delinquent taxes and many 
of these have or will be left with an attorney for collection. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 

Town Road Improvement funds were used on the 
Greenbush Road. This road should be completed from 
Palmer’s Corner to the Exeter town line this coming 
year. General maintenance has been done on the other 
roads in town. Some of these roads had a great deal of 
gravel put on them to help make them passable in the 
spring and fall. There is no doubt the thaw we had this 
winter caused much damage to our roads and will pro- 
bably show up more this spring. 


Snow removal has been a little less this year and the 
road crew has done a good job in keeping the roads open 
during the storms. A York rake was rented last summer 
to go on our grader. Since all of the gravel we have in 
town is very rocky this piece of equipment has proven to 
be of great value. It has cut our grading time and gives 
the roads a finished look when completed. The rake was 
hired on a rental purchase plan. There is a balance of 
$900.00 due if we are to purchase it. I would recommend 
that we keep this piece of equipment. 
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The town is badly in need of a loader of some sort. 
I realize that all of this equipment costs money and it has 
to be paid for through taxation. However, if we continue 
to do the work that is demanded of us, we will have to have 
the equipment to do it with. 


SANITATION 


Our sewer account has a large overdraft due to a 
plugged and outdated line on West Main street. This 
was caused possibly to the new line that was put in a few 
years ago. This new line ran into an old granite sewer 
which was not adequate to take care of the increase. This 
old line plugged and caused a great deal of damage to the 
Roy Pearson residence for which he is asking reimburse- 
ment. 


CHARITY 


Relief cases were at a minimum until the first part 
of this year when they started increasing every week. 
I am in hopes this will ease off shortly and work will be 
more plentiful. 


A.D.C. cases have increased this past year and from 
all indications there will have to be a smail increase in 
that appropriation this year. 


I think we have had a very successful year and the 
excellent cooperation which has been given me by all the 
town officials and employees is thoroughly appreciated.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 
January 1 to December 31, 1957 


“Public Health Nursing exists to help children grow 
and develop normally; to help our adult citizens to live 
healthful and useful lives; to help the sick and the disabled 
achieve an optimum state of health and social usefulness.”’ 
Your public health nurse tries to contribute to the realiz- 
ation of these objectives through assisting individuals, 
families and the community to understand and meet their 
needs. 


During the summer months 5 child health conferences 
were held with a total attendance of 138 infants and pre- 
school children. This was an increase of one conference 
over those held last year with an increased attendance of 
100%. Thirty-seven children were immunized against 
diphtheria, tetanus and whooping cough. Thirty-two child- 
ren received the first inoculation of polio vaccine, 25 re- 
ceived the second inoculation and 9 completed the series. 
There were 10 children vaccinated against smallpox. 


Partcipation at the community polio immunization 
clinics has been excellent. Four clinics were held, offer- 
ing protection to the children from birth to 19 years. 
Eighteen children received the first inoculation, 13 re- 
ceived the second inoculation and 272 completed the series. 
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A community immunization clinic was held in the spring. 
Forty-six children were immunized against whooping 
cough, 65 against diphtheria and tetanus and 44 against 
smallpox. 


Medical examinations were given to 138 children in 
grades 1, 3 and 5 with 112 parents present. The children 
who were found to have defects were referred to their 
family physician. Physical examinations were also given 
to 15 members of the freshman class. Hearing tests with 
the Pure-tone audiometer were given to children in the 
elementary school. 


Another annual mouth health project was carried out 
by the hygienist from the Division of Dental Health. Nine- 
ty-four children took advantage of the sodium fluoride 
application offered in the 2nd, 5th and 8th grades. 


The following state clinics held in Bangor were made 
available to children in Corinna: Crippled Children’s, 
Cardiac, Pediatric, Hard of Hearing, Mental Health and 
Speech. 


Civil Defense calls for individual and group planning. 
A Red Cross course in home nursing would complement 
community health activities through the services of train- 
ed volunteers in emergencies as well as on a day-by-day 
basis. A person trained in home nursing is an invalua- 
ble home and community resource in time of nuclear 
attack or natural disaster. Present day advancements 
in weapons for possible warfare place need and drastic 
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emphasis on the importance of being able to aid one’s 
own family and others if need be. 


Your public health nurse wishes to express her sin- 
cere appreciation to the local Health Council volunteers, 
the school personnel, and the town officials for their fine 
spirit of cooperation.

During the past year a dental hygienist from the State 
Department of Health and Welfare devoted 14 days to 
working with elementary school children to promote 
mouth health. 


A total of 94 school children had sodium fluoride solu- 
tion applied to their erupted teeth for the partial pre- 
vention of dental decay. These same 94 had their teeth 
cleaned, and were taught mouth care procedures. They 
also received mouth examinations and were given reports 
to take to their parents.

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The town of Corinna is indeed fortunate to have such 
an excellent building in its Eastland Elementary School. 
However, we now have a serious problem in increased 
enrollments. At the present time we have an average of 
30 pupils in each of our 11 classrooms. This means 40 or 
more boys and girls in each of two rooms, and 30 or more. 
in six other classrooms. Needless to say, there is a 


serious lack of space. Another year, the sub-primary can 
well be taken care of in its regular morning and afternoon 
sessions as is now done. However, with only a possible 
30 moving from grade eight, 50 will move into grade one. 
The sub-primary program has distinct advantages; there- 
fore, we would be very reluctant to recommend its elim- 
ination, even though temporarily, in an attempt to create 
more space. It would doubtless be more advisable to plan 
the reopening of a room or two at the old school, or a 
possible addition to our present building. This problem 
needs serious consideration, but must be answered soon 
in preparation for another fall. Hither step taken will 
require a considerable amount of additional funds. 


We have had only two changes in teacher personnel 
this past year. H. Philip Fowler of Brooksville, a Uni- 
versity of Maine graduate, replaced Robert Spear at the 
academy, and early in October Mrs. Esther Smiley of 
Pittsfield assumed her duties as choral instructor. She 
replaced Etelle Peterson who resigned last summer. I 
feel that we are fortunate to have competent, well-trained 
teachers during this period of continued teacher shortage. 
Notwithstanding large classroom enrollments, all of our 
teachers are doing commendable work. 
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Until a few weeks ago, we were troubled with the heat- 
ing system at the elementary school. Mr. Pomroy, our 
janitor, was especially helpful during these several weeks, 
for the furnace needed almost constant checking. He has 
been very generous with his time in caring for and 


maintaining the building. 


Our costs continue to rise. We note increases over 
last year in many of our accounts. The purchase of the 


new bus was made from the conveyance account, which 
of course reflects this purchase by an increased expendi- 
ture of nearly $4,000.00. To comply with the new salary 
schedule we must plan additional funds in teacher sala- 
ries. However fine a school plant we may have, it means 
little without well-qualified teachers. This money is well 
spent. 


Much credit belongs to the local parent-teacher or- 
ganization, to the health council, school physician and 
health nurse for furthering certain of our school programs. 
Elsewhere in the town report will be found the statement 
of Miss Hayes, the district health nurse and a progress 
report on the mouth health project submitted by the State 
Division of Dental Health. It was at a recent parent- 
teacher meeting that Mrs. Edna Hutchins, who has been 
instrumental in advancing educational opportunities in the 
Corinna schools, was publicly honored for her fine record 
of untiring service. Certainly we have our present school 
system, and one of the best school lunch programs in 
the state largely through the efforts of Mrs. Hutchins.

You will note that I have made little mention of the 
academy. Reporting this phase of our program has been 
left to Colby Walker, the academy principal, who has 


carried on so well this year. 


These past months I feel very fortunate to have had 
the opportunity to work with school personnel, school 
committee members, town officials, and others who have 


been so cooperative and helpful in so many ways.

CORINNA UNION ACADEMY 


To the Superintendent, Board of Trustees, School Com- 
mittee, and Citizens of Corinna: 


Herewith, I submit the annual Principal’s Report of 
Corinna Union Academy. 


On September 4, 1957, 120 students registered for 
classes. Transfers and dropouts have reduced the en- 
rollment to 117 at present. 


The faculty welcomed one new full-time member as 
the current academic year began. Philip Fowler, a 
University of Maine graduate, is teaching Freshman Eng- 
lish, driver training, and social studies; he also coaches 
dramatics. 


Mrs. Esther Smiley of Pittsfield directs the mixed 
choral group this year, replacing Mrs. Peterson. 


The Driver Training program which was inaugurated 
last year has proven both popular and successful. Once 
again the training car, a 1958 Plymouth, was provided by 
Tempesta Motors of Dexter. 


Major items of equipment purchased for the agricul- 
ture department during the past year include a sixteen- 
inch table saw, a sixteen-inch drill press, and a 180 am- 
pere arc welder. 
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An eighteen-inch world globe was obtained for use in 
numerous classes. This excellent globe fulfills a need 
that has existed for several years. 


Early last fall, the coal furnace was converted to oil. 
This change has resulted in a warmer, more even dis- 
tribution of heat throughout the building. Consequently, 
all rooms have been comfortable on the coldest days. 


A new water pump and tank were installed in Octo- 
ber, thus insuring a sufficient supply of water from the 
well. 


New basketball uniforms for both the boys’ and girls’ 
teams were purchased largely through the efforts of team 
members, parents, and coaches. Several businesses and 
individuals in Corinna donated generously to this fund. 


The Parent-Teacher Association of Corinna recently 
presented us with a beautiful automatic record player. 
We intend to utilize this machine primarily as a supple- 
ment to classroom teaching. It is our hope to obtain in 
the near future a few sets of educational records, particu- 


larly in the fields of social studies and languages. Of 
course, the record player already has been and will con- 
tinue to be used for entertainment purposes. 


To all those who have helped to make the past year 
one of achievement and success, I offer my sincere thanks.

I have completed an audit of the books of account and 
records of the Town of Corinna for the fiscal year ended 
February 1, 1958. The audit was conducted in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards. All proce- 
dures applicable to a limited general audit were utilized 
in the development of the appended exhibits and schedules 
which have been prepared in a manner consistent with 
that of the preceding year. 


The audit included an inspection and analysis of the 
records of the Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Excise Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 


Subject to the following comments, in my opinion the 
appended exhibits and schedules fairly present in accord- 
ance with generally accepted principles of municipal 
accounting consistently maintained, the financial condi- 
tion of the Town of Corinna at February 1, 1958 and the 
results of the operations for the fiscal year then ended.

Cash on hand was verified by physical count and that 
on deposit by reconciliation of statement received from 
the depository, the Merrill Trust Company. 


It was determined that all monies recorded as re- 
ceived had been promptly deposited and correctly dis- 
tributed; all disbursements had been made by check 
upon properly prepared warrants issued by the selectmen. 


Taxes receivable were verified by examination of 
commitment records, tested to the records of the select- 
men and further verified by a partial direct confirmation. 
Schedule A-1 of this report of audit shows a complete de- 
tail of all uncollected taxes by year of commitment. 


Tax liens were examined and partially verified by 
direct confirmation. A list of all unpaid tax liens at Feb- 
ruary 1, 1958 is shown in Schedule A-2. 


Scehdule A-3 reflects a detailed list of all properties 
included in the above. 


Accounts receivable amounting to $951.19 at the close 
of the fiscal year are shown in Schedule A-4. 


Deferred appropriations represent State Aid Highway 
Construction and purchase of grader and are offset by 
Notes Payable in the amount of $24,000.00. 


Accounts payable amounting to $837.44 represents 
amounts due Governmental Agencies for payroll taxes. 
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Trust Fund Investments were verified by physical 
examination; all funds were accounted for and it was 
determined that all expenditures had been made in ac- 
cordance with the specifications of the various trusts. The 
various investments are shown in detail and are sum- 


marized as to type. 


Recommendations: 


1. Deposits should be for amounts supported by Trea- 


surer’s Receipts issued and recorded. 


2. Adequate records should be maintained in connection 


with Trust Fund transactions. 


3. Records of the Treasurer and Town Clerk should be 
maintained in the town office, since adequate working 


and storage space is available.
